The claimed invention discloses an electronic device comprising a coupler 
disposed between an electrode of j^an element carrying substrate and an electrode of a 
wiring substrate, wherein, the coupler is made up of a resin body with 20 % to 80% of 
the surface of the resin body is covered by an electrically conductive member. This 
structure is not disclosed by prior art of record.
